DURING  the  year  under  review,  there  has  been  nothing  of  outstanding 
importance  to  record,  and  the  work  at  the  Hospital  has  continued  to 
run  smoothly  under  our  capable  Matron,  Miss  Laws,  and  her  able 
Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff,  who  have  all  worked  devotedly  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  efficiency.  The  Committee  tender  their  hearty  thanks  to  all 
those  concerned. 

Through  the  kindness  and  energy  of  Mrs.  Hyslop,  who  produced  a 
Quotation  Calendar,  a  sum  of  £52  17s.  6d.  was  handed  to  the  Treasurer 
towards  the  cost  of  a  new  Wireless  Set  for  the  Hospital.  The  Committee 
wish  to  tender  their  grateful  thanks  to  Mrs.  Hyslop  for  this  splendid  effort.
